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11. (New) A display device comprising: 

a plurality of first electrodes, 
a plurality of second electrodes. 

a plurality of light emitting elements that are operably coupled to the plurality of 
first electrodes, and 

a foil that includes an electrically conductive layer that is configured to provide 
selective contact to select elements of the plurality of light emitting elements, 
wherein 

the selective contact is determined based on a potential difference between 
the foil and select electrodes of the plurality of second electrodes. 

12. (New) The display device of claim 11, wherein 

the light emitting elements Include organic electroluminescent devices. 

13. (New) The display device of claim 11, wherein 

the light emitting elements include light emitting diodes- 

14. (New) The display device of claim 1 1 , wherein 

the foil Is configured to be in contact with the light emitting elements In the 
absence of a potential difference between the conductive layer of the foil and the 
plurality of first electrodes. 

15. (New) The display device of claim 1 1 , wherein 

the second electrodes conrespond to row select electrodes, and 
the first electrodes correspond to data electrodes. 

16. (New) The display device of claim 15, wherein 

the data electrodes are driven by pulse-width modulated signals. 
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17. (New) The display device of claim 1 1 , wherein 

the conductive layer of the foil is maintained at a substantially constant 
potential. 

18. (New) The display device of claim 1 1 , wherein 

the plurality of first electrodes are arranged substantially orthogonal to the 
plurality of second electrodes. 

19. (New) The display device of claim 11, wherein 

the foil is substantially unpatterned. 

20- (New) The display device of claim 1 1 . wherein 
the foil includes an evaporable polymer. 
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
